Mr.  Mayor,  Alderman  Axcell,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  first  Annual  Report  on 
the  Health  and  Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Borough  for  the  year 
ending  December  31st,  1941. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  war-time  conditions,  the 
report  is  limited  to  essential  statistics  and  comment. 

I took  up  my  appointment  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on 
March  1st,  1941.  The  remaining  months  of  the  year  foreshadowed 
a number  of  developments  in  the  health  services  of  the  Borough 
which  are  now  taking  effect. 

In  July  an  immunisation  scheme  was  started  and  a beginning 
made  in  the  very  considerable  and  vital  task  of  protecting  the 
children  of  the  Borough  from  this  dread  disease. 

With  the  return  of  mothers  and  children  from  evacuation,  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics  again  became  fully  attended. 

The  organisation  of  our  war-time  nurseries  was  also  put  in 
hand  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  thus  greatly  increasing  the  services 
we  can  offer  to  pre-school  children. 

Apart  from  measles  and  whooping  cough,  there  has  been  no 
outbreak  of  serious  infectious  disease.  The  general  health  of  the 
Borough  has  remained  good. 

The  work  of  the  Civil  Defence  Casualty  Services  proceeded 
throughout  the  year.  It  will  be  appreciated  that  this  service  greatly 
adds  to  the  normal  work  and  responsibilities  of  the  Health  Depart- 
ment staff. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  question  of  improvement  of 
Health  Department  premises  and  increase  of  staff  was  under 
discussion.  As  the  Council  is  aware,  these  discussions  have  now 
been  most  satisfactorily  implemented. 

I desire  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Council,  and  especially 
to  Alderman  Axcell  and  my  Consultants’  Committee  for  their  interest 
and  enthusiastic  support  throughout  the  year. 

I also  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  my  entire  staff 
for  their  loyal  co-operation,  which  has  played  no  small  part  in 
maintaining  the  standard  of  the  health  services  of  the  Borough.

Ambulance  Facilities.  

• The  Borough  maintains  one  ambulance  exclusively  for  cases  of 
infectious  disease.  The  Civil  Defence  Services  have  now  a fleet  of 
efficient  ambulances  in  addition  to  the  normal  establishment  of  one 
St.  John  and  two  Police  ambulances,  so  that  the  Borough  is 
adequately  served  in  this  respect. 

Home  Nursing. 

The  Kent  County  Nursing  Association  is  working  in  the 
Borough.  Another  voluntary  organisation,  the  Gravesend  Home 
Nursing  Service,  is  also  doing  valuable  work. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

There  are  three  centres  in  the  Borough — at  Windmill  Street, 
Whitehall,  and  Denton  Estate.  The  Medical  Officer  attends  each 
centre  for  one  session  a week.  The  Health  Visitors  attend  for  baby 
weighing  and  routine  advice  on  the  following  afternoons:  —

Ladies’  Voluntary  Committee. 

The  members  of  the  Ladies'  Voluntary  Committee  have  con- 
tinued throughout  the  year  to  give  service  at  the  Welfare  Centres  in 
connection  with  sale  of  goods  at  cost  price,  and  miscellaneous  clerical 
and  social  work  among  the  mothers.  They  make  a valuable  contri- 
bution to  the  success  of  the  centres,  which  is  greatly  appreciated  by 
staff  and  mothers  alike. 


Evacuation  of  Expectant  Mothers.

Tuberculosis. 

The  Kent  County  Council  maintain  a Tuberculosis  Dispensary 
at  the  Gravesend  and  North  Kent  Voluntary  Hospital.  One  session 
per  week  is  held  on  Wednesday  afternoon. 

Statistics  are  recorded  in  the  Infectious  Diseases  Section. 


Venereal  Diseases. 

Gravesend  Clinic  is  situated  in  Cobham  Street,  and  is  also  under 
the  scheme  of  the  Kent  County  Council. 

Mr.  Hamish  Nicol,  F.R.C.S.,  reports  that  the  Gravesend 
Venereal  Diseases  Clinic  continued  work  throughout  1941,  in  spite 
of  war-time  difficulties.  The  work  of  the  Clinic  is  strictly  con- 
fidential. Men  and  women  are  treated  at  different  hours  and  are 
attended  by  a nurse  of  their  own  sex.  The  educative  side  of  the 
work  is  stressed,  and  patients  are  persuaded  wherever  possible  to 
bring  contacts  for  treatment.  Each  patient  requires  a personal 
method  of  approach,  and  the  percentage  of  defaulters  is  lower  than 
at  many  clinics.  One  of  the  reasons  for  this  is  the  assistance  of 
Miss  Gretton,  Gravesend's  Moral  Welfare  Worker,  who  acts  as  a 
member  of  the  staff,  and  follows  up  cases,  with  excellent  results.

Hospitals. 

The  Gravesend  and  North  Kent  Hospital  serves  the  district. 
The  facilities  of  this  hospital  are  widely  used  by  the  Borough. 

Public  Assistance  Administration. 

The  Public  Assistance  Institution  in  Trafalgar  Road  is  under 
the  control  of  the  Kent  County  Council,  and  is  used  as  an  auxiliary 
to  the  County  Hospital  at  Hartford. 

Child  Life  Protection. 

The  Health  Visitors  undertake  the  duties  of  visiting  homes  in 
which  children  have  been  boarded  out.  Six  were  under  supervision 
at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  28  visits  were  made.  In  all  cases  the 
children  were  found  to  be  clean  and  properly  cared  for. 

Nursing  Homes. 

There  are  two  registered  Nursing  Homes  in  the  Borough,  one  for 
medical  and  one  for  maternity  patients. 

Twelve  visits  were  made  to  these  homes  by  the  Medical  Officer. 
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Orthopaedic  Treatment. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Gravesend  and  North  Kent  Hospital, 
pre-school  children  are  referred  to  Mr.  Batchelor,  F.R.C.S.,  who 
attends  the  hospital  on  one  afternoon  a week.

The  Gravesend  Gynaecological  Clinic  was  first  held  on  April 
13th,  1939.  It  was  the  outcome  of  a growing  opinion  that  contra- 
ceptive advice  should  be  available  with  other  health  services  for 
those  married  women  for  whom  further  immediate  pregnancies 
would  be  detrimental  to  health. 

The  Clinic  began  with  one  monthly  session  which  was  held  at 
the  Windmill  Street  Centre  on  every  second  Thursday  afternoon  of 
the  month  at  2 p.m.  This  routine  continued  until  the  outbreak 
of  war  in  September,  1939.  From  that  date  until  January,  1940, 
it  was  closed  on  account  of  unavoidable  disorganisation  of  the  health 
services  and  because  of  -evacuation  of  mothers  and  children.  It 
re-opened  in  January,  1940,  and  was  then  held  on  the  second 
Saturday  morning  of  each  month  at  10.30  a.m.,  and  it  continued  to 
do  so  until  the  present  date,  with  a small  gap  in  its  continuity 
between  August  and  November,  1940.  There  have  been  84  new 
cases  and  200  attendances,  and  of  these,  the  birth  control  cases 
numbered  62,  and  the  gynaecological  20. 

The  cases  have  been  sent  to  the  Clinic  by  local  midwives,  health 
visitors,  general  practitioners,  and  Tuberculosis  Officer  for  the 
district. 

Birth  control  cases  include  patients  who  have  had  previous 
Caesarean  section,  bad  obstetric  histories,  toxaemias  of  pregnancy, 
tuberculosis,  and  the  spacing  of  pregnancies. 

Gynaecological  cases  include  vaginal  discharges,  sterility,  mis- 
placements of  the  uterus,  pelvic  infections,  disorders  of  menstruation, 
general  debilities,  and  ill-adjusted  sex  life. 

Patients  tend  to  return,  but  these  have  been  mainly  few.

A scheme  for  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  was  approved 
by  the  Council  in  July,  1941,  and  immediately  put  into  action.  This 
provided  for  free  immunisations  at  the  welfare  clinics,  in  elementary 
schools,  and  at  special  clinics  by  the  public  health  staff.  The 
general  practitioners  also  immunise  free  within  certain  income 
limits.

This 
compares  with  27  deaths  registered  for  the  previous  year  and  a rate 
of  .75.
